Thank you, and good morning, ladies and gentlemen. 

It really is a pleasure to be here today, to kick off our 
4th of July celebration — especially in this city in this 
bicentennial of the United States Constitution. 

Philadelphia has always had a special place in our nation's 
history. • The Declaration of Independence was. signed here, and of 
course the Constitution was drafted here — not too very far from 
this stage. Philadelphia was also the first capital of our 
Republic, and therefore it was also the site of the first 
building constructed by the fledgling American government — and 
that building happened to be — appropriately enough — the 
Philadelphia Mint. 

You see, even in those early days, our founding fathers knew 
that to be a genuine nation you had to have a genuine currency — 
a coin of the republic, so to speak — and they first minted that 
coin here in Philadelphia. 

Well, we. are here today — nearly 200 years later — to mint 
another set of coins ~ the Constitution coins — fine symbols of 
that remarkable document produced during a hot summer not unlike 
this one.

You have now described many additional items of this nature 
The slices shown in Noe's publications were^apparently not for cir-
